building and had removed part of 
the lock. A stack of coal placed 
against the inside of the door block- 
ed this attempt. The thief then re- 
moved a window to gain entrance.

Total value of the stolen articles 


was estimated at $163. A check was 
being made this morning of a num- 
ber of tires at the station which 
•were scheduled to be recapped. It is 
not known whether any of. those 
tires were taken or not. 


Pvts. Harold Trout and Robert 


Deatrich of the local state police are 
investigating the robbery which 
they say is similar in many respects 
to the robbery at Reel's tire shop 
February 7, when 15 new tires and 
one recapped tire, worth $300 were 
stolen. In that robbery entrance was 
also made through a rear window. 


Police say it is probable that the 


robberies were performed by an or- 
ganized band of tire thieves from 
nearby cities.

Naples, Feb. 15 (AP)—Allied

Pound Rail Centers

Flying Fortresses dropped a pro- 


fusion of bombs today on Mt. Cas- 
$ino, enveloping in smoke the an- 
cient Benedictine monastery which 
the Germans had turned into a 
commanding fortification 1,800 feet 
above Cassino where Americans were 
hi savage house to house combat. 


With the Italian rainy season 


nearing its end, the Allies flew 1,500 
sorties over Italy yesterday, domi- 
nating the Rome and Cassino fronts 
and tangling seven rail centers to 
the north, over which German sup- 
plies must pass. 


Fleet after fleet of Fortresses 


grimly pressed the reduction of the 
mountain position, less than 24 
hours after American leaflets had 
warned the monks to abandon the 
monastery from which the Germans 
hail been exacting Allied 
lives. 


Smoke soon blotted the old stone 
structure from view. Some bombs 
hUVthe-monastery^the earth shook; 
great balls of fire leaped from, the 
gun-studded mountainside. 


Three-Hour Truce 


"Pressure was maintained against 


the enemy on the main Fifth Army 
front and on the beachhead," the 
Allied communique said. The beach 
battle,had passed its second crisis 
and the Americans and Britons were 
being braced for the next expected 
German blow. 
The inconclusive 


fighting inside Cassino rounded out 
its second week after the Germans 
had been allowed a three-hour truce 
yesterday to remove 200 of their 
corpses. 


Finland moved toward surrender. 


Russians terms, probably under dis- 
cussion in Stockholm, were said to 
have included the demand that Fin- 
land guarantee that the seven Nazi 
divisions in Finland not be permit- 
ted to escape; that Finland cede the 
Arctic port of Petsamo: that Fin- 
land surrender unconditionally, dis- 
arm and turn over all military 
equipment to Russia; that" Russia 
occupy Finland's chief cities, rail 
centers and bases for the duration. 


Capital Hopeful 


Chances of agreement were said 


in Washington to be fairly good, 
with the German troops the chief 
stumbling block. The 1940 boun- 
daries generally would apply, al- 
though a London' report said Rus- 
sia would forego the naval base of 
Hangoe in the Baltic. 


Russia went about the more im- 


mediate business of killing Ger- 
mans and liberating her land. The 
Korsun coffin of the German Eighth 
Army was squeezed to 64 square 
miles and the core of resistance, the 
city of Korsun, was captured. The 
Germans striking with tanks from 
the main front 25 miles away made 
some progress but failed to achieve 
a rescue. The Russians killed 3,000 
in and around the trap. 


Russians in the north were sweep- 


ing toward Pskov from positions 
within 40 miles of the Baltic gate- 
way base. German broadcasts said 
pressure was "increasing hourly" on 
Pskov: that artillery was shelling 
the White Russian bastion of Vi- 
tebsk: that the Ukrainian iron cen- 
ter of Krivoi Rog was threatened by 
Russians driving in from the south- 
west. Berlin also said a small Rus- 
sian amphibious force had landed 
behind their Narva bay lines in 
Estonia, but was repelled. 


The only German successes were 


against the ill-equipped peasant 
army of Marshal Tito in Yugoslavia. 
The rail town of Koprivnica, 10 
miles from Hungary, and other 
places fell to the Germans.

she has no harsh designs on Finnish 
territory in the making of peace 
terms—though Moscow expects un- 
conditional surrender and use of 
Finland as a military base—fits the 
Sonet attitude at the time of the 
conference of the big three at 
Teheran. 


T was told by a high source soon 


after the conference that this was 
the position. However, the Musco- 
vite temper towards Helsinki pat- 
ently hasn't improved. Terms now 
aren't likely to be as easy as they 
would have been then, and protrac- 
tion of the war will add to their 
severity. 
Probably one of the greatest bar- 


riers to wild conditions from Mos- 
cow is an individual—Field Marshal 
Baron Gustaf Mannerhcim, who is 
grand old man to the Finns but 
bete noire to the Communists. This 
75-year-old bemonocled aristocrat is 
not only commander-ui-chief but 
the most powerful influence in his 
country. 


Fought The Beds 


The once dashing baron has been 


the bitter foe of Communism from 
its.birth. It was he who, fresh from 
the glitter of the Czarist court, led 
the ~ Finns in 
successful revolt 


against the Bolshevists in 1918. 
Then, in white uniform and astride 
a white charger, he rode through 
Helsinki to assume dictatorship until 
a president was elected. Since then 
he has been the man behind the 
gun. 
The marshal led the Finns against 


Russia in 1939-40, and has headed 
the show since Finland ranged her- 
self alongside Germany m the pres- 
ent conflict. He got the credit for 
this alliance with the world's num- 
ber one enemy, and now Moscow is 
going to have difficulty in seeing 
past the shiny Hitlerian medals on 
Mannerheim's chest. 


Dependent on Air 


A blunt man, and quick on the 


trigger, is lit. Gen. Joseph (Uncle 
Joe) 
W. Stilwell, commander-in- 


chief of United States forces in 
China, Burma and India, and he 
has given speedy reply to the state- 
ment by Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
commander-in-chief of the United 
States Pacific fleet, that the latter's 
aim is to get the forces under his 
command moving across the Pacific 
and setting up bases in China. Says 
the general: 
"To accomplish such a mission, 


naval 'action must be supported 
heavily by an aggressive land and 
air offensive projected from the in- 
tenor. This we intend to do in spite 
of the existing blockade. At present, 
however, China is totally dependent 
on air transport, and the need is 
immediate for a continued increase 
of supplies. Vital China-based air 
operations cannot wait for pene- 
tration of the blockade by land or 
sea." 


Some observers interpret the gen- 


eral's statement as indicating fear 
that he may suffer for equipment 
because of the naval effort. Be that 
as may, Uncle Joe knows what he 
wants and goes after it. I met him 
in China just over a jear ago when 
he v>as performing miracles of trans- 
portation with a handful of planes. 
Since then he has received more, of 
course, but he can't get too many. 


Source of Supplies 


China's military effort and home- 


front maintenance are almost en- 
tirely dependent on Stilwell's air- 
planes for foreign supplies. 
And 


since the Japi occupy most of the 
manufacturing area, virtually all 
the i?.ar materiel must come from 
the outside world. 


Just think of one of the Big Four 


nations being mainly dependent on 
a few transport planes to enable her 
to defend herself, to say nothing of 
make offensives! China's position is 
serious. 
She needs supplies, and 


needs 'em fast 
But lor General 


Stilwell's transports and 
Major 


General Claire L. Chennault's grand

Airforce, she likely would have 


been Knocked out of the war before 
this. "Where would the Allies stand 
then in their war with Japan.

Child Welfare department of Har- 
nsburg, answered the question "Does 
Every Child Need a Home?" with an 
emphatic affirmative in her talk to 
the study group of the Adams coun- 
ty Welfare committee Monday eve- 
ning at the YWCA.

The Board of Trustees of Dickin- 


son college, Carlisle, at a special 
session held in Philadelphia 
last 


Saturday afternoon directed Presi- 
dent Fred P. Con>on "to operate a 
full and complete liberal arts col- 
lege during the next fiscal year, 
maintaining the typical Dickinson 
high standards and services." 


The special session was called to 


consider the situation confronting 
the college because of the sudden 
and unexpected termination of the 
government contract for the train- 
ing of aviation cadets. Unless the 
order is changed the unit will be 
liquidated by June 1. 


The Trustees adopted a recom- 


nciulntlon 
asking 
alumni 
and 


friends of Dickinson to give $30,000 
tliis year tlnough the Aluimii Fund 
to meet the emergency deficit vrhich 
will arise through lowered enroll- 
ment. At the present time there 
are about 220 students in the col- 
lege instead of the pre-war totals 
of from 550 to 575. Gilbert Malcolm, 
treasurer and executive secretary of 
the college, was named Field Direc- 
tor for the raising of the fund. 


In the past eight years the Alum- 


ni Fund receipts have been about 
$10,000 a year. Last jear $17,311.00 
was contributed. 


The Trustees also directed that 


dining room facilities be altered in 
Metzger Hall to accommodate 
at 


least 100 resident girls, and plans 
will be considered tor housing ad- 
ditional girls at the college.

of faim pioducts in Pennsylvania 
showed 'that the prices for farm 
roods are increasing much the same 
as during World War I. The chart 
showed a tremendous decline after 
1919 and Mr Hartnian warned that 
the same lesults could be expected 
after the conclusion of this war. 
Another chart showed hourly earn- 
ings of factory workers in the U. S. 
rising from 100 (the 1910-14 basis) 
to well over 400 m 1943. 


This year marks the first tune in 


23 years that the prices received by 
farmers are higher than the prices 
they pay for most articles, according 
to another chart. 
The last chart 


showed that farmers obtain 58 per 
cent of the money paid by a cus- 
tomer at a retail store for a given 
article of food. 
That marks the 


biggest "take" by the farmer out of 
the food dollar since 1918 when he 
also obtained 58 cents out of every 
$1 spent for food by ultimate con- 
sumers.
